Martyr  was 
appointed  purser  of  his  Majesty’s  ship 
the  Eeander,  of  fifty  guns,  and,  in  the 
year  1811,  was  raised  to  tlie  more  re¬ 
sponsible  situation  of  secretary  to  Ad¬ 
miral  [afterwards  Sir  William]  Young, 
then  commander-in-chief  of  llie  North- 
sea  fleet ;  forming,  perhaps,  a  solitary 
I  instance  of  such  an  oflice  being  filled, 

'  and  creditably  filled  by  so  young  an  in¬ 
dividual.  In  this  situation  his  exemplary 
conduct  recommended  him  so  strongly 
to  Rear-Admiral  (iriflilh,  wlio  was  then 
captain  of  the  fleet,  that  when  tlio  latter 
subspijuently  took  the  command  at  Hali¬ 
fax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  18 IG,  Mr.  Martyr  ac¬ 
companied  him  as  his  secretary  ;  and  w  as 
at  all  times  honoured  by  the  most  unre¬ 
served  confidence,  and  entire  esteem,  of 
that  incritorioiis  ollicer.

From  about  this  period  it  is,  that  the 
real  interest  of  Mr.  Martyr's  lile  com¬ 
mences  ;  for  to  this  time  may  be  traced 
the  first  faint  dawn  of  vital  reliirion  in 
his  heart.  The  writings  which  lie  has 
left  behind  him  are  so  explicit  on  this 
subject,  and  on  many  oilicrs  connected 
with  his  Clirislian  progress,  as  to  leave 
little  or  nothing  in  this  respect  tor  his 
friend  to  perform,  but  the  selection  ol 
such  portion  of  his  papers  as  may  appear 
the  most  interesting  and  profitable. 

Nearly  the  whole  of  lhet>e  were  ex¬ 
pressly  wrillcn  to  individuals  among  his 
relations;  the  greater  part  consisting  of 
addresses  lo  his  children,  whicli  most 
parents  may  profit  by  perusing,  and  still 
more  by’  adopting  the  feelings  whicli 
they  express.  From  these  latter,  whicii 
were  written  at  difTercnt  periods  with¬ 
in  the  last  five  years  of  his  life,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  extract  is  first  selected,  as  con¬ 
taining  an  interesting  and  affecting  ac- 
countl  cliaracterised  by  great  simplici¬ 
ty,  of  the  means  to  which,  under  the 
providence  ol  God,  lie  ajipears  mainly 
to  have  attributed  liis  first  serious  and 
Scriptural  views  of  religion.  It  is  ad¬ 
dressed  lo  his  eldest  son. 

“  It  is  now  nearly  five  years  since  I 
commenced  my  inquiry  and  search  alter 
religious  truth ;  and,  although  1  have 
availed  myself  freely  of  the  writings  of 
many  able  and  pious  men,  the  Bible,  1 
can  assure  you,  has  been  the  grand  mine 
I  liave  worked  ;  and  1  trust  1  have  done 
so  in  God’s  own  appointed  way. 

“  1  know,  iny  dear  boy,  that  as  the 
holy  Scriptures  were  dictated  at  first  by 
the  Spirit  of  God,  so  do  they  now  owe 
their  effects  and  influence  to  the  Spirit’s 
operations ;  for  the  things  of  the  Spirit, 
as  the  apostle  says,  are  spiritually  dis¬ 
cerned.  It  is  through  a  disregard  to

She  said 
very  impressivc'ly,  ‘  My  dear  Mr.  .Mar¬ 
tyr,  we  are  nearly  connected:  we  have 
lived  lor  some  years  happy  in  each 
Ollier's  acquaintance  and  on  terms  of 
the  most  alfectionate  intercourse.  You 
ami  my  dear  sister  are  now  taking  your 
leave  of  us,  never,  1  fear  to  meet  again 
in  this  world.  M  ill  yon  make  me  one 
})aning  promise  ?  that  is,  not  to  trust 
ilesh  and  blood  on  this  important  point! 
Trust  not  to  the  word  of  man,  but  seek 
lliat  wisdom  wliicii  can  alone  make  you 
u’ise  unto  salvation,  and  which  is  only 
to  be  found  in  the  holy  Scriptures: 
pray  for  the  teaching  of  ilie  Holy  Spirit, 
which  is  promised  lo  all  who  ask  it ;  and, 
relv  upon  it,  your  labour  will  not  be  in 
vain  in  the  Lord.’  ” 

After  urging  various  appropriate  and 
heart-searching  inquiries,  she  continued ; 
‘“The  first  of  my  qiie.stions  can  easily 
he  answered, — Do  you  feel  at  this  mo¬ 
ment  prepared  to  die  I  know  you  do 
not,’  she  added  ;  and  1  knew  so  loo. 
She  then  pressed  again  and  again  that  1 
would  commence  that  inquiry  which  1 
have  since  carried  on.  And  here  let  me 
praise  the  Lord  that  i  have  been  brought 
to  a  knowledge  ol  his  word,  and  this  by 
a  medium  that  in  the  outset  seemed  so 
little  likely  to  lead  to  such  a  heavenly 
consummation.  Who  could  have  thought 
it  likely  that  a  girl  of  sixteen,  one  of  the 
loveliest  of  the  daughters  of  Adam, 
whom  1  had  known  from  a  child  the 
gayest  of  the  eay,  and  who  had  become  | 


provide  lor  them  in  case  ot  liis  death, 
were  sufficient  lo  produce  in  a  body  al¬ 
ready  debilitated  a  serious  and  alarming 
illness.  His  physicians  lecommcmling 
ebange  of  air,  he  removed  with  his  fa¬ 
mily,  in  August,  1820,  to  Exeter, 
where,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the 
skill  and  kindness  of  bis  medical  atten¬ 
dant,  ai.u  tile  tender  ami  unwcaricil 
exertions  ol  iiis  devoted  uifo,  he  so  far 
recovered  as  to  be  able  to  return  to  bis 
mother’s  liuiise  at  Gieenwicli  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  spring.  l>v  tiie 
following  abridged  extract  from  a  letter 
to  a  near  relation,  written  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  ot  a  deulli  in  bis  family,  only  a  lew 
montiis  betore  his  (;wn,  it  appears  that 
the  deep  and  lasting  religious  impres¬ 
sions  by  whicli  the  latter  years  of  his 
lite  were  so  emineiitly  cliaiaclerized, 
We're  lornicd  pniieipally  during  this  ill¬ 
ness. 

“ 'I'lie  death,’’  he  says,  “of  a  near 
relation  always  rings  hindly  in  my  ear 
the  mandate,  ‘  Watch  :  be  ye  also  ready  ;

After  stat¬ 
ing  that  he  liad  now  enjoyed  this  tran¬ 
quil  hope  for  about  five  years,  lie  pro¬ 
ceeds  lo  detail  the  process  tliiougli 
whicli  lie  obtained  it.  “  1  knew,”  lie 
s'ays,  “  at  least  I  had  been  told,  and  1 
did  not  disbelieve  it,  that  tlie  oblation 
of  ('hrislonce  offered  had  been  receiv¬ 
ed  as  a  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world  ;  ami  that  it  was  sufficient 
to  accomplisli  sucli  a  general  ie(iem|»- 
tion  I  could  not  doubt;  yet  1  had  Imt  to 
look  into  the  world,  and  into  my  Bible, 
to  satisfy  me,  that  aliliougli  suffieient,  it 
was  not  effectual,  or  efficient  to  that 
end  ;  for,  if  so,  all  m  inkiml  in  a  mass, 
saints  and  sinners,  were  ecjiially  sale, 
and  when  ibis  lile  should  cease,  llic  joys 
of  heaven  would  be  ecjiially  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  humble  sinc*n*e  C'liristian, 
and  of  the  iinjienilenl  infidel  and  sinner. 

“Then  pressed  upon  my  mind  the 
conviction,  that  to  secure  a  personal  in¬ 
terest  in  the  great  Sacrifice,  to  secure 
my  own  adoption  into  the  general  fami¬ 
ly  of  God,  religion  must  become  a  per¬ 
sonal  thing  with  me.  I  could  not,  ii  is 
true,  accuse  myself  very  recently  of  any 
serious  crimes;  but  when  i  carefully  re¬ 
viewed  my  whole  past  life,  and  traced 
the  spirituality  and  extent  of  the  law  of 
God,  from  how  few  of  the  long  black 
catalogue  of  transgressions  could  I  es¬ 
cape  judgment.^  It  was  then  that,  bur¬ 
dened  with  the  weight  of  what  the  word 
of  God  loudly  designated  as  sins,  i  was 
led  in  spirit  and  in  truth  to  adopt  the 
general  confession  of  our  church  service. 
I  felt  that  I  had  erred  and  stayed  from 
God’s  ways;  that  I  had  left  undone 
those  things  which  1  ought  to  have  done; 


to  give  me  an  understanding  that  f 
might  spiritually  discern  the  li  uths  which 
they  contained,  and  which  were  es'=en- 
lial  to  my  salvation.  God  had  promised 
(and  He  is  not  a  man  that  lie  should  lie, 
or  the  son  ol  man  that  he  should  repent) 
that  He  would  be  known  of  lliem  that 
sought  Him — that  He  would  give  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  those  that  asked  Him.  1 
lelt  that  I  needed  wisdom  ;  but  I  knew 
that  St.  James  had  said,  •  If  any  man 
lack  wisdom,  let  lii'n  ask  of  God*,  who 
givelh  liberally  and  upbraidelh  not,  and 
It  shall  bo  given  him.’  Hence,  I  not 
only  prayed  lor  wisdom  while  1  search¬ 
ed  the  Scriptures,  but  1  did  it  with  a 
confidence  that  1  should  receive  it,  for 
God  had  promised  ;  and  hence  too  I 
prayed  lor  ‘the  inspiration  of  hi'^  Holy 
Spirit,  that  I  might  more  perfectly  love 
Him,  and  more  woril'ily  niaonilV  liis 
holy  name  for  Jesus  Christ’s  sake.'  ” 

He  proceeds  lo  mention  the  intense 
interest  which,  in  tliis  stale  of  mind,  he 
began  to  feel  in  “  our  beautiful  cluirch 
liturgy.”  He  bad  never  prayed  before 
in  the  same  manner,  lit  was  now  ena¬ 
bled  to  place  all  his  confidence  in  the 
merits  of  his  Redeemer;  and  “1  reallv 
felt,”  he  says,  “  the  desire  lo  sing  unto 
the  I..ord,  and  heartily  to  rejoice  in  the 
strength  of  my  salvation.”  The  atone¬ 
ment  of  Christ,  bis  all-perfeci  sacrifice, 
his  merits,  his  righteousness,  and  his  in¬ 
tercession,  now  afforded  him  the  high¬ 
est  repose  and  joy,  and  were  attended 
wiiii  the  most  happy  jiractical  effects  in 
their  inlluence  upon  his  heart  and  deport¬ 
ment.  His  trust  in  God,  firm  as  it  was, 
had,  as  it  ever  must  have  when  well¬ 
-rounded,  the  very  opposite  tendency' 
to  that  of  rendering  him  presumptuous, 
or  making  him  think  lightly  of  the  evil 
or  the  danger  of  sin.  The  following 
passage  which  follows  those  already 
cited,  shows  in  how  truly  scriptural  and 
intimate  a  manner  the  hopes  and  the 


warnings,  the  encouragements  and  the 
holy  principles  of  the  Gospel  were 
blended  in  bis  mind.  “  VVe  know  that 
the  Son  of  God  has  ascended  into  hea¬ 
ven,  and  sits  at  the  right  liaiid  of  God, 
in  the  character  of  a  Mediator  and  Ad¬ 
vocate  for  those  wlio  trust  their  cause 
entirely  to  his  keeping;  and  what  has 
the  hiiiiible  minded  Clirislian  to  fear 
Nothing,  blit  tlie  fear  of  offending  God  ! 

I  know  111}  sinfulness;  but  I  am  trust¬ 
ing  exclusively  for  pardon  to  the  merits 
and  death  of  my  Redeemer.  If  I  am 
endeavouring  [and  1  trust  i  am]  to  walk 
closely  with  my  God,  and  to  live  in  love 
and  cliarity  with  all  mankind,  I  feel, 
after  1  have  done  all,  that  1  am  a  very 
nnprolitable  servant ;  and  if  Satan  ever 
tempts  me  to  look  to  myself  as  deserv¬ 
ing  something  good  at  the  liands  of 
God,  it  is  then  that  I  am  most  in  dan¬ 
ger  ; — then  my  comfort  is  at  its  lowest 
ebb.  But  when  I  approach  God  as  a 
penitent  sinner,  asking  for  spiritual 
blessings  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ, 
tlien  do  I  know  that  there  will  be  no  re¬ 
fusal  ;  for  God  lias  pledged  himself  to 
receive  all  who  come  to  Him  through 
Christ ;  and  Christ  on  his  part  has  ful 
filled  and  set  liis  seal  to  the  covenant  by 
his  death  and  resurrection.  How  conu 
plcte  tlien  is  tlie  Christian  dispensation' 
It  is  this  fulness — this  all-sufficiency, 
that  emboldens  me  ;  and  having  this  joy 
and  rejoicing  in  my  heart — oli !  what 
manner  of  person  should  1  bo  !’’

Rational  or  I*reshyttrian  cornmwutics,  an  t  with 
.Vonconf or miots  at  home,  in  labouring  t  >  sax  *•  the 
souls  of  men,  on  doctrinal  principles  common  to  a'l 
the  persons  enpaped  in  their  divine  enterpmic  ,  anil 
mutually  detcrnuninp  to  be  silent  on  ijuestioa:  af- 
fectiiip,  not  the  interna!,  but  the  outxcard,  economy 
of  the  church  of  Ch  i  t.  Tiiey  agreed,  in  tact, 
that  a  penitent  believer  might  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  either  through  the  gates 
expanded  for  him  in  llie  Church  ot  England,  by 
its  arch-bishops,  bishops,  priests,  and  de..con.>, 
with  all  their  attendant  apparatus;  or  through 
the  portal  of  the  congregation  at  (ieneva,  un¬ 
bolted  by  a  presbyter  and  his  inferior  oliicers, 
although  unsupported  by  the  auxiliaries  of  a 
national  establishment.  The  secret  of  all  tins 
was,  that  these  men  studied  Christianity  in  its 
abstract,  essential,  spiritual  nature.  'I’hey  called 
their  fellow -sinners  to  repent  and  believe  the 
Gospel ;  and  such  as  heard  and  obeyed  the 
call  were  received  into  their  mystical  and  uni¬ 
versal  church.  Men  of  a  dillcrcnt  tone  and 
temper  in  spiritual  things  call  their  adherents  to 
an  external  connexion  with  the  cathedral  or  the 
conventicle,  it  matters  not  which, — and  this 
summons  being  attended,  all  in  their  view  is 
well.  J’hey  have  swelled  their  numbers,  and 
augmented  the  importance  of  tboir  party,  and 
all  is  very  well.  Alas!  on  this  very  jirinciple 
Mohammedanism  also  glories  in  its  converts,  and 
laughs  in  triumph  at  the  infidc'  dogs  out  of  its 
pale.  'I'lie  Anti-christ  too  of  the  pa[)al  world 
looks  for  recruits  with  no  liighcr  purpose,  and 
compares  its  numerical  strength  with  the  very  in¬ 
ferior  success  ol  Luther  and  Calvin  ;  and  of  the 
earlier  schisms  of  Wickhfi'c,  Huss,  and  of  the 
Valleys  of  Fiemont.  In  the  mean  time,  a  silent

.iMiriain  is  a  religious  tale,  founded  on 
an  interesting  anecdote  of  an  American 
Jew,  who  was  converted  to  Christianity 
by  the  ‘lying  admonitions  of  an  only 
cliild,  a  beautirul  girl,  wito,  unknown  to 
her  father,  had  embraced  the  Christian 
faith.  This  anecdote  lias  been  amplift- 
ed  into  a  very  excellent  and  well  told 
tale,  full  of  pathos,  and  written  in  a  very 
pleasing  style.  We  quote,  as  a  speci¬ 
men  the  dying  scene  : — 

‘  Miriam  turned  pale,  and  with  great 
solemnity  replied,  “  Aye  yet  such  love 
oil  earth,  my  father,  is  idolitary,  and 
must  ill  mercy  be  riven  asunder,  lest  its 
false  light  should  lead  you  to  eternal 
darkness.  Hut,”  added,  she  raising 
herself  and  looking  at  hei  father  witli 
an  expression  never  afterwards  forgot¬ 
ten,  “  do  you  love  me.^ — not  for  what  I 
am’lo  you— but  apart  from  yourself  could 
your  love  grant  me  one  solemn  request ; 
and  solemnly  fulfil  it.^  Could  it  forgive 
the  violence  which  that  request  might 


against  Jcsiia  of  Nazaroili! — the  Kc  j 
ileemcr  of  Israel, — the  Messiah,  the  one  j 
and  oidy  Saviourot  all  mankind!"  I'x- 
haused  hy  the  feelings  and  energy  with 
which  she  uttered  this  solemn  charge, 
M  iriam  loll  back,  and  the  cold  dews  ol 
death  huuj;  on  her  jialc  face,  as  nature 
struggled  with  its  last  resistless  con¬ 
queror.  Imlah,  who  knelt  by  her  side, 
his  hand  still  grasping  her  sacred  legacy, 
was  motioidess  as  hersell,  and  lelt  as  it 
he  liad  lost  all  power  of  utterance  and 
sense ;  whde  with  a  look,  he  uttered 
groans  of  agony,  such  as  pcrhap.s  alone 
could  have  roused  the  deperting  spirit 
of  Miriam  hack  to  earthl/  thoughts. 
Site  o|»ened  her  eyes  ouct  more,  and 
laid  her  icy  arm,  for  a  moineiit,  around 
her  father’s  neck,  in  token  that  her  last 
love  was  his:  then  (piicily  crossing  hei 
hands  upon  her  bosom,  and  lookiii!i  up 
to  Heaven  witli  a  couiuenance  luiiihten- 
ed  with  a  glow  ol  holy  lorvour,  she  e\-‘ 
claimed,  “  Dearest  lather  !  look  up — 
look  up — look  up,  from  me,  to  Christ  ! 
and  now,  oh  !  hlcssed  Jesus,  do  thou 
come  (juickly.”  Again  her  head  fell 
hack,  and  with  one  long  hut  gentle  sigh, 
her  happy  spirit  winged  its  tlight  to 
(Jod ! 

‘  Imlah  remained  lor  some  time  ap¬ 
palled  and  motionless,  gazing  in  fixed 
despair  on  the  silent  lips  of  iiis  child,  as 
if  waiting  attain  to  hear  their  elotpience. 
Hui  the  dreadlnl  stillness  which  now 
pervaded  all  around,  where  not  one 
sound,  one  sigh,  was  heard. to  break 
that  awful  solitmie,  rt'called  him  to  a 
faint  sense  of  wliat  have  been  :  and  yet 
it  was  the  disordered  sense  which  fanev 
sometimes  lends  to  picture  dreams  like 
real  things: — or  to  embody  its  own 
faint  shadows  into  the  Iriglitful  phan¬ 
toms  of  insanity.

And  now'  great  drops  of  agony 
stood  on  the  cold  forehead  of  Imlah,  as 
thoughts  like  those  passed  through  his 
bewildered  mind,  and  in  groans  of  deep¬ 
est  anguish,  he  called  loudly  on  the 
name  of  his  sainted  child,  as  if  she 
could  still  dispel  the  dreadful  visions  of 
that  fearful  dream.  But  alas  !  it  was  too 
surely  a  waking  reality; — nothing  could 
move  or  change  the  sweet  calm  smile 
of  her  for  whom  never  before  had  Imlah 
called  in  vain  !’
